The end of the school year calls 
for added care and caution on the 
part of the drivers of motor vehicles, 
according to Charles M. Hayes, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Motor Club.

null and void and of no Jorce and ef- 
fect."

Radio Telephone Service 
For Farms Being Tested 
by Bell Telephone Co. 

The practicability of furnishing 
rural telephone service by radio will 
be tested under actual operating con- 
ditions this summer in the vicinity of 
Cheyenne Wells, Colorado, The 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company announced today. 

Authorization to ostablish the ne- 
cossarj' radio .facilities al Cheyenne 
wAls and al the ranches involved in 
the test has been granted by the Fe- 
deral Communications Commi.'ision to 
the Mountain States Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, which serves 
that section. It is planned to begin 
installation of the system al once. 
The equipment has been developed 
by the Bell Telephone Laboratories, 
which will participate in the IriaL 

Radio is one of several new meth- 
ods and devices with which the Bell 
system is experimenting in its pro- 
gram to extend telephone service to 
another million rural homes within 
the ne.xt few years. The development 
may be of far-reaching significance 
to families who desire telephone ser- 
vice but who live in remote and 
sparsely-settled -areas well ^beyond 
eligible to compete for the merit reach of telephone and power lines, 
awards provided by Firestone for 
outstanding 4-H records in this pro- 
ject. GoUNfilled medals will be giv- 
en to county winners and $50 U. S. 
Saving bonds to the six highest rat- 
ing participants in the stale. Robert

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An Admission of Failure 

The railroad unions have always been given cred 
it for outstanding ability in settling their wage contro- 
versies without destructive action. They have not been 
classed witli the more radical elements in labor con- 
troversies. It comes, therefore, as a shock to see Presi- 
dent WTiitney of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, recommend ini! immediate seizure of ownership 
and operation of the countr>*'s railroads by the govern- 
ment, as the only way to "maltc suitable adjustments 
of grievances with employes," 

The Brotherhoods of Railroad Trainnicn and 
Locomotive Engineers rejected tlie report of the presi- 
dential facl-fituling board which recommended wage 
increases of sixteen cents an hour. They arc showing a 
woeful lack of intelligence by rejecting the recom- 
mendations of an independent governmental agency, 
ond in having no better suggestion than government 
ownership of the industry in which they work. ^Vsking 
for government ownership is an admission of inability 
to solve problems as free and independent citizens. Un- 
der governmenl ownership there would be no place for 
unions — when you work for the government you don't 
strike — that becomes revolution and the Army takes 
over. At the present time when a union strikes against 
a private company, sympathy is more apt to be with the 
wxtrkers than with Uie employers. But when govern- 
ment owns an enterprise, a strike becomes an attack 
on all the people, for they arc then the owners and em- 
ployers. 



If the brotherhoods figure that under government 
ownership they could strike with Impunity and rofuse to 
abide by awards that do not meet their demands, they 
favor anarchy. Certainly men as intelligent as the mom- 
bers of the railroad unions cannot contemplate any such 
course. 

Running to the government, like a cry-baby to 
his mother wlien he wants all the other little boys* 
candy, is not the American way of doing things, 

* * * 

No Time For Name Calling 

Name calling is out of place in the present emer- 
gcncy. The disgrace antics of some labor, business and 
government officials at a time when practically every 
institution of American life Is In danger, is inexcus- 
able. The recent exchange of epithets between the head 
of the National Association of Manufacturers and a 
United States Senator, is typical. Each condemned the 
motives of the other in regard to price control. The 
public gained nothing from the exchange and the press 
wasted tons of valuable news priint. 

There are sincere, intelligent, patriotic people on 
both sides of the price control controversy who are 
struggling with a staggering economic problem — the 
sudden appearance of a back-breaking public debt. That 
a large part of the debt was unavoidable due to war, 
is water over the dam, and so is the profligate spend- 
ing of the Federal goTOrnment for the past decade, and 
its failure to collect bxes to meet ordinary expenses. 

The problem now, other than attainment of a 
balanced Federal budget, is how to prevent our rcpre-j 
sentative form of government, together with the econo- 
mic and political liberties of the people, from being 
crushed in the struggle of various groups to escape the 
hardships of post%var turmoil.

They cannot be prcsen'cd if they are ignored in at- 
tempts tx) control inflation, strikes, or any other econo- 
mic disturbance. Nor can they be preser\'ed if the gov- 
ernnment bows to the unreasonable demands of any 
group.

Here arc the Xncts about the supply 
and demand for sugar this year. 

The total supply of sugar is very 
short. World production during the 
194540 season was 18 percent less 
than before the war. And the amount 
of sugar available to American civil- 
ians is also less. Yet this year the 
average American Is getting much 
more sugar than the average person 
in nearly all other countries of the 
world. 

The total demand for sugar is verj' 
great. Americans want and have the 
moncv to buy much more sugar tlian 
they "can get with iheir sugar sfamp. 
The peoples of war-devastated areas 
in Europe and Asia are desperately 
in need of sugar and other food. That 
is why tlie world supply of sugar 
must be shared among all the nations. 

Here are suggestions to home can- 
ners. 

1. Spare Stamp No. 9 is now good 
for 5 pounds of sugar for home can- 
ning. This stamp is good through Oc- 
tober 31, 194G. 

2. Keep this stamp until you really 
need the sugar for home canning. 
Don't spend it until fresh fruits are 
ready for canning. That will help 
you make sure that you use this sug- 
ar for canning— not for table, baking, 
or other purposes. 

3. You may Hve in a place where can- 
ning is done some time in the sum- 
mer—not in the spring. When your 
canning season come.s around your 
grocer will have enough sugar to 
"cash" these canning sugar stamps. 

4. Later in the canning season, OPA 
will probably make another stamp 
good for canning sugar. This second 
stamp is expcctetl to be made good 
for only up to five pounds. This 
means that the most you'll get is 10 
jMunds of canning sugar for cver>* 
member of your family, 

5. Use one pound of canning sugar 
for at least four quart.s of fruit, 

6. The next sugar stamp for regular 
home use becomes good May 1. Xor 5 
pounds. This must last you four 
months. 

7. Play fair and square with your 
friends and neighbors— and with the 
hungrj- people aboard. Don't buy su- 
gar for canning without giving up the 
required sugar stamps, Pay no more 
than the ceiling price on sugar. Help 
slop black marketing.
